PROMOTION DESERVED 

When the city secures a competent 
man in an important position it is good 
business to give him suitable recognition. 
Mr. Cunningham has admittedly done 
well as superintendent of the street rail- 
way, power plant and pumping station.

WHOSE BUSINESS? 


The Dominion authorities take the 
view that, as it is the business of the pro- 
vincial governments to preserve law and 
order, British Columbia and Saskatche- 
wan should stand the expense of dealing 
with the turbulent Doukhobors. That is 
probably a strictly accurate legalistic defi- 
nition of where the responsibility belongs. 

Still, the fact remains that this does 
not seem an altogether fair arrangement. 
The Doukhobors were brought to Canada, 
or allowed to enter Canada, by the Do- 
minion Government, without consultation 
with the provinces. That the present dis- 
turbers were born in Canada is something 
for which the provinces are not respon- 
sible. 

And if these victims of periodic de- 
mentia are to be kept clothed and in their 
right minds the problem would seem to 
call for co-operative action between the 
federal and provincial authorities, rather 
than that these should spend the time de- 
bating which of them is to tackle the job. 


IN RECEPTIVE MOOD 


Mayor Bury strongly believes that it is 
better to give than to receive. And he is 
charitably disposed to allow even gentle- 
men who hold opposing political views to 
gather the largest possible blessing 
from the exercise of liberality. The Do- 
minion Government having offered to 
present the city with part of the peniten- 
tiary grounds for a recreation park, His 
Worship expresses his entire willingness 
to accept on behalf of the city that whole 
portion of the grounds lying north of the 
railway tracks. If Ottawa has had any 
doubts about the readiness of the civic 
authorities to afford it an opportunity to 
be generous in the matter, this will re- 
solve them. 

But should the Ministers think that 
this attitude is somewhat unduly recep- 
tive, there are a few facts to be taken into 
account. The Government has had the 
use of this property for a quarter of a 
century, tax free. For part of that time 
it required the land for a_ penitentiary 
site. Subsequently it has collected royal 
ties on the coal mined from the property, 
which must have amounted to a large 
sum. The area asked by the city would 
not bring fancy prices if sold by the lot, 
And the value of the portion retained by 
the government would be made more valu- 
able if the proposed park and recreation 
field were established. The proposal of 
the Mayor is not therefore at all unreason- 
able. 


NEXT YEAR'S COUNCIL 


Mayor Bury has announced that he 
will not be a candidate for re-election, The 
terms of five of the present aldermen are 
expiring. With the elections still two 
months away, there is plenty of time for 
candidates for these positions to make 
their appearance, perhaps in the usual 
surplus. But it is not too early for the 
taxpayers to begin to give some thought 
as to who is to direct the affairs of the 
city next year, and along what lines, That 
is particularly desirable if the taxpayers 
have it in mind to do something in the 
way of making a deliberate selection of 
candidates, instead of merely waiting for 
aspirants to thrust themselves into the 
timelight. 

This would seem to be an especially 
ieee time for the ratepayers to show a 

ttle more aggressiveness along that line 
than has been common for some years, 
The com/ng year will be one of rather 
more than usual! importance to Edmonton. 
It is correspondingly important that the 
mayor and the new aldermen shall be 
men of established business ability and 
trustworthy character, and that their at- 
titude toward the handling of city busi-

the dull mind never knows; it has the godlike gift 
of concentration, being able to build a castle wall 
around itself in the midst of clatter that would be 
ge to the dull mind; it can catch an idea on 

e fly. 

The gifted mind can stick at the job of thinking 
longer without fatigue than the dull mind can; !t {is 
sustained, tenacious, and blegsed with the blessing of 
endurance; it does not lose its wind easily, 

The gifted mind ts prodded by a perpetual curi- 
osity; it does not have to be cranked by external 
Stimulll; it is a self-starter, which is a simple way 
of saying it has initiative; and it is original, being 
neither parrot nor peddler of second-hand ideas and 
inspirations, 

The gifted mind can see laws lurking behind little 
facts; it can generalize; it can see a principle at 
work behind a half dozen new stories dealing with a 
development in a given field of public affairs; it can 
relate things, ideas, forces, desires that are alike even 
though they may wear different dress and show 
theniselves in different departments of life: it can see 
the abstract back of the concrete, the general back of 
the specific, the idea back of the incident; it has the 
power of putting things, together, which {s another 
way of saying it has the power of associating ideas, 

The gifted mind is ruthlessly self-critical; it never 
thinks it knows when tt does not know: {t is on to 
iteelf; and it is never afraid to admit its ignorance, 

The gifted mind is not the prisoner of a petty 
round of interests; the appetile of its Interests is 
pant and wide-ranging, it is versatile as well as 
vivid 

There are gifted minds that do not answer accur- 
ately to this rastily drawn portrait, but in the main
